MONROE DOCTRINE 
THE “ BIG STICK.” 
(Oh icago Reco rd-Herald.) 
. Hay ti and Santo Domingo are both 
engaged in arbitrary procedures which 
seem bound to bring them into early 
trouble with European governments. 
Venezuela also is on the ragged edge 
of conflict. That certain others of the 
South and Central American repub­ 
lics will from time to time similarly 
turn tnelr liberty into license there is 
too much reason to fear. 
It is probable that in some of these 
republics outrages agaiost Europeans 
are more frequent and bolder than 
they would otherwise be, because of 
the belief o! the natives that the 
Uoiied States will protect them from 
the consequences of their acts. 
Such 
republics are making a grave mistake. 
They ibave reason to feel that the 
United States is the protector of their 
liberties against unjust aggression, 
but not tha t it is the protector of 
their evil doing 
against righteous 
punishment. 
It is true that the United States 
Jong ago determined for its own pur­ 
poses tha t it would not permit any 
further occupation of territory on the 
American 
continents by European 
powers. 
But [Since this policy takes 
away from the European powers the 
main instrument of punishment they 
possess against offending counties, the 
United,iStates assumes by tha t very 
fact a certain obligation to maintain 
good orderjas 4agent for the rest of the 
world. 
The proper form of settlement for 
such disputes arise between South 
American ¡republics and European 
powers is arbitration, The Venezuela 
boundry dispute was a ty pical case to 
which it applied. It Is our province 
to require the counties we protect to 
submit to fair arbitration. 
If, however, such arbitration is not 
accepted, or if when accepted the 
award is not observed—if, in short, 
government in any of these republics 
giveaway to anarchy —it becomes our 
duty to intervene directly and restore 
order, That is tbe sum and substance 
of the theory of tbe v‘big stick.” Our 
intervention, if it becomes necessary , 
will be closely comparable to our in­ 
tervention in Cuba—against bad gov^ 
ernment, for good government, and 
with a wise regard for liberty rather 
than y vith any pztty spirit of territor­ 
ial selfishness.

Postmaster General Wy nne makes 
the following recommendation regard’ 
ing postage on packages delivered by 
the free ruralfdellvery carriers: 
“ Itjis recommended for the consid­ 
eration of Congress that a rate of 
three cents per gpound, or any frac­ 
tional part thereof, be authorized for 
packages of books or merchandise, not 
ex ceeding fivefpounds, mailed at tbe 
distributing postoffice of any rural 
free delivery route for delivery to a 
patron on said route. 
This rate 
should apply ? only to packages de­ 
posited at tbe local postoffice for de­ 
livery to patrons on routes emanating 
from that office and not to mail trans­ 
mitted from one office to another. 
The rate of three cents per pound 
would be ample remuneration for the 
department, because^ there is no ex ­ 
pense for railroad transportation, and 
tbe sy stem by which these packages 
are to be delivered is already esta b­ 
lished, and such delivery would entail 
no additional 
ex pense upon the de­ 
partment. A special fstamp could be 
provided for this class ofimall matter.” 
This would givejDjx on merchants a 
cheap rate for packages delivered by 
the eight rural free delivery carriers 
out of Dix on while deny ing the cata­ 
logue houses tha t privilege. It would 
be to tbe advantage of all postoffioes 
from which rural Tree delivery routes 
are established, and we trust Congress 
will carry out the reoommendation of

STATE TAX RATE 55 CENTS 


Total of $5.500,000 to be Raised for 
State Purposes. 
The Illinois tax rate for 1904 is 55 
cents on tbe « 100 valuation. The rate 
was fix ed Friday in accordance with 
law, by Governor Yates, State Audi­ 
tor McCullough and State Treasurer 
Busse. Tbe total tax es to be raised 
for the state purposes this y ear is « 6,- 
500,000, of which $1,500,000 is for the 
general revenue fund and « 1,000,000 
for the school fund.
